T hat Christian Riulowitz is not Komf; to be extr..<littd to Rus¬ 
sia was a foregone conclusion after the pre.ss ainl the liberal ele¬ 
ments of our countrs' had taken up the matter. 

For while of course Elihu K»)Ot and the plutocratic clique 
behind him were more than willing to extradite Rudowilz, it was sim¬ 
ply iinpos-siblc for them to do so. in the face of the indignation 
stirretl up all over tile country by the brutal deal of the Russian gov¬ 
ernment. 

It was evident that the overwlielming majority of the American 
people were not ready to go back on the usag^ of every civilized 
government and on the history and tradition of our own country by 
extraditing a political refugee.

Rudowitz is now .safe, hut the case of aiK>thrr refugee, Jan Pou- 
ren, is by no means settled. 

Pouren's position is very similar to that of Rudowitz. 

He was a member of a revolutionary Ixind calle<l the "Forest 
Brothers." The Russian goveniment claims that while the Forest 
Brothers liad revolutionists in their ranks, the aim of the brotherhood 
was not revolution, but roljbery. According to the Russian govern¬ 
ment. the wife of Jan Pouren—she is now in a village poorbouse in 
Russia with her .seven children—and a Russian chief of psdice and 
the notaries of four vijlages, have given testimony against liim. 

. « * 

Of course, we do not know what this woman has testified. She 
is entirely in the hands of the Russian govenunent, being in the poor 
house with her children. .And there is no assurance at all that she 
has not said just Ihe eoiilrary of wh.it tlic Russian goi'entment claims 
she has said. But there is proof that at least one of the children, a 
girl of eight years, has been tortured by the Russian police, to compel 
her to furnish evidence against her father. 

.-And as for the testinuny of the village notaries, and the chief of 
police, they lieing Russian oiflicials, it is of course worthless. 

fAi their combined testimony no civilized government wouM ex¬ 
tradite a yellow dog, to let alone a human being.

Lender these conditions, it is rather contemptible of Elihu Root, 
and it plainly- shows his damnable sympathy with the bloody mir- 
nife of the Czar, that he offered the Russian blood hounds further 
time and told them to complete their case by sending in additional 
"proofs" that the Forest Brothers committed robberies. This would 
make out Pouren to be a common criminal and then he could be ex¬ 
tradited.

The press of the country ought to take up the case of Pouren as 
H took up the case of Rudowitz. Both cases are absolutely identica), 
only Pouren wax supposed to te more of a leader than Rudowitz. who 
is only a very ordinary Lettish peasant. The Rus.'an reaction is 
therefore so much the more anxious to get Jan Pouren.

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WAS IT PROPHETIC? 

** A S to the p^sonality of Theodore Roosevelt—the flower of 
La capitalistic .America, the embodiment of ‘strenuous life,’ and 
ZjL by accident also- the youngest^ president the United States 
h^ ever had—little can be said that is not generally Icnoyvn. 
He was bom in 1858 in New York of an old Dutch famllj* that gave 
an alderman to the city of New York for six generations. ‘Teddy’ 
graduated at Harvard university at the age of 22, was elected to the 
usembly of the state of New York at the age of 33, was chairman of 
Uie New York delegation to the Republican national convention at 
the age of 35, and was a candidate for mayor of the city of New 
York at the age of a8 (in 1886.) Vote: Hewitt, 00,555; Henry 
George, 68,110; Roosevelt, 60435. He was a United States civil serv¬ 
ice commissioner from 1889 tp 1^^: after that, from 1895-1896 a po¬ 
lice commissioner of New York city, 1897-18^ assistant secretary of 
the navy, 1898 colonel of the Rou|^ Riders, 1898 ravemor of New 
York, November 6, 1900, elected vice-president of the United States 
smd became presidmt by the death of William McKinley. Between 
all these he ^nd time to write books—about a dozen v^nmes 01- to 
—and to manage a ranch inrifae Bad Lands in North Dakota. He is 
married and has a family of six children, which is quite contrao to 
the custom of the American capitalist clast. It can be said that 
with the exception of ’Thomas Jefferson, Theodore Roosevelt is prob- , 
ably the best educated man that ever became president of Ihe IJnited 
States. He also has the reputation of being an enthusiastic reformer. 
In short, Theodore Roosevelt has had all the advantages that wealth 
for generations, p strong body and excellent training can give . 

“Yet, with all these, 1 predict a signal failure for Theodore Roose- 
nelt as president of the United States. 'Thu failure will be especially 
glaring, should an industrial crisb—a so-called panic, which is due 
within a few years—set in durii^ his first or second administration, for 
it goes without saying that he will be renominated and re-elected be¬ 
cause the poor, dwrepit and split up D^nocratic party cannot elect a 
president any more, and the Sodalists are still too weak. 

"I base my prediction of utter failure for Roosevelt—and when 
I say utter failure I mean that even a large element of his own class 
and his own party will consider him a faJnre —upon the fact that al¬ 
though he likes to pose as a reformer, like so many strong men of hit 
class—for instance, Dismardc—he fails to understand the significance 
of the <mdal problem, the meaning of the class struggle and the mis¬ 
sion of the proletariat. HU surroundings and bringing up have pre¬ 
vented him from seeing the other side of the main question of today. 

"While a reader of history to soine extent, he has evidently never 
studied the history of civilization, at least his wriungs and domgs do 
not show that he has in any way grasped tlie tremendous change that 
has not only undergone in the means of production, but also in the 
make-up of the producers. 

"While an infinitely stronger man than McKinley, and fully as 
willing a fool of plutocracy, he will do it great hamt making 
'strenuous’ efforts to perpetuate its rule, by trying to make plutociacy 
*behave itself.’ 

"We look to Roosevelt to do Socialisnl and Social-Democracy a 
simiUr service to that which Bismarck did in Germany—that is, thU 
country being a republic and having a democratic form of govern¬ 
ment, Roosevelt naturally will not be able to go even as far as the Iron 
ChaiKellor, jret ‘Teddy’ will do whatever he can.

DAG RULE IN THE CHARTER 
CONVENTION! 


The latest Stalwart schcinc to 
prevent .Milwaukee from getting 
the right to rule itself has lieen put 
forward by Assemblyman Cleary, 
who proi»iscs, as Milwaukee is the 
only city of the first ela.ss in the 
state, that the legislators frran Mil¬ 
waukee lie made into a .Milwaukee 
commit tee of the legislature to jiass 
on Milwaukee measures and needs 
and recommend necessary legisla¬ 
tion. This <x>iild well be dotie, he 
says, as the other legislators come 
nustly from farming districts and 
ire not posted as to eity conditions 
and reqnirrnieiils, 'i1ic idea is not 
a kid miL, whatever the motive be* 
hind it. and it cmtld lie made to 
farther rather than hinder the giv¬ 
ing of Ikiine rule to Milwaukee. It 
could not lie a substitute for home 
nile. But it would tend to hold the 
Mtlwanki-e representalives togeth¬ 
er. for in former legislature- it has 
iicen often held tlut Milwaukee 
could not rca-onalilv expect the out¬ 
side niemhers to favor its demands 
when its own rcpre-eiilatives were 
fighting each other’s meainres..

Strehlow to permit 
the city to buy a stone quarry out¬ 
side the city limits, and amuhcr by 
the -ante alderman iRnnilting the 
city to itself bid on all public work, 
as is done so succcs-fnlly To¬ 
ronto. .A bill by .Aid. Rnmmcl for 
pay .stations round the city for the 
water taxes was laid over to iicrtnit 
him to supply further facts.
